"I think an Informal dinner or baquet
or tmoker would be for the l)C3t Inter-
ests of the sport here." said President
Young toduy. "We want all tha opin-
ions possible on the amateur baseball
situation. It has been outlined that all
the amateuis under the association and
the other league teams and presidents
would greatly help If there were co-

operation from all sides. In view of
this, we want to help each other in
every possible way. and no better means
could be found than to get them all to-

gether in a banquet whete they could
talk informally."

President Young expects his idea to
meot with a hearty response, and he
will et in touch with the situation Im-
mediately n order to bring up the idea
at the nsxt association meeting.

NEW YORK, Juno 80. "The Yankees are sure first division finish
ers.' That's what you hear on every side in the big town and the fans
really believe it. To a man from Washington it is not the most pleas-
ant stuff in the world, cither, because with the Yanks finishing in the
first division, the Griffmcn will necessarily have to wind up in, the last
section. But all Broadway really thinks that Bill Donovan has a cer-
tain finisher in the first Quartet.

Bill Donovan is more popular here just now than the mayor of Now
York. Indeed, thousands never heard of' mavor. but is doubtful
if a hundred can be found without some knowledge of Smiling William,
boss of tho Yankees. The spectacular performances of the Yankees
in most of their home games havo endeared the team to New Yorkers,
particularly with the Giants in a sad slump. New York dearly loves a
winner and the Yanks have steadily won games while the Giants were
losing. Therefpre, New York is turning out in droves to see Bill Dono-

van's boys. Tho metropolis is beginning to warm up to American
League for the first time since Clark Griffith led his team to within a
game of tho championship back in 1904. This may be a bad year in
major league baseball, but ii is hardly likely that New York club
will lose much money. The fans are sticking with Bill Donovan. They
feel that he has delivered where Frank Chance, a man with a greater
reputation, fell down, badly. And New York dearly loves a winner.

Give tho Yankees a few steady pitchers and they will worry the life out
of the Grlffmen, and BUI Donovan is beginning to collect pitchers. His ac-

quisition of. Bob Shawkey, Connie Mack's righthander,' is certain to make the
Yanks more Impressive. Aay Caldwell and Ray Fisher are the only reliable
twirlcrs on Donovan's original staff, but Shawkey Is sure to make another.
Let Donovan obtain ono good southpaw and his quartet of (lingers will bo
quite good enough for a of the rungettlng ability of tho Yankees.
Thoro is much criticism here of Ed Sweeney and Leslie Kunamaker, the ex-
perts believing both veteran catchers too slow on their feot to be of much
use to tho team. Though unofficial, tho tip Is out that Donovan is after a
faster catcher now connected with another American Lcagua team. Tho Identity
of this backstop is' shrouded in mystery, but he will shortly be named, if the
deal goes through. Doc Cook's failure as an outfielder has led Donovan to go
after an outfielder also now playing with an American League club. It is
expected that the addition of these two players will put the Yar.kceB in the race,
though few believe they have much of a chance to beat out the White Sox
for tho banner. However, tho very fact that Col Ruppert is letting Bill Donovan
spend money for needed players warms tho cockles of Nw Yorkers' hearts."
Tho fact that Donovan is using caution In obtaining players is also assisting In
his campaign for popularity. New York has seen enough of Arthur Irwin.

Mack Will Not Dispose
Of Stock in Athletics
Syndicate Reported Ready

The report that Mack was ready to
sell out his holdings in tho club
gained circulation about a week ago,
when Ban Johnson to Philadel-
phia to confer with tho owners of tho
Athletics.
